Center, one of about 45 ail recyc! 
ing centers in the Sacramento 
area 


The Used Oi) Recycling Act of 
1980 eliminates the mandatory 
labeling of recycied oii as “derived 
from previously sed oil” and 
provides $10 million to the states to 
encourage recycling of used oi! 


through public education and 
recycling programs 

Even though recycied oil 
works just as well as new oil 


people have been reiuctant to use 
it,” said Matsui “Biased labeling 
in the past has prevented its accep 
tance by the public, he said 

The oil recycling process at the 
CSUS Recycling Center begins 
with the deposited containers of 
used oi Oil from the containers | 4 
placed into the oi! barrels 


The center collects about 400 to 
500 gallons a month 
Nancy Ostiguy, a recycling co 
ordinator, and receives 10 to 20 
cents per galion of oi/ The center 
also is funded in part by the waste

Three separate speakers called for an end to American 
dependence on Middie Eastern oil, citing the danger to our security, 
during an energy forum on Wednesday 

The Middie East and the Soviet Union provide 53 percent of the 
total world oi! consumption, said Or. Elinu Bergman, executive direc- 
tor of the Americans for Energy independence. Joining Bergman at 
the Forum on Energy in the Redwood room of the University Union 

| Tuesday were Dr. Bernard Spinard of Oregon State University and Dr 
Thomas Connelly of Stantord University 
The forum was sponsored by the Applied Research and Design 
Center, the CSUS Schoo! of Engineering, the Engineering Council of 
Sacramento Valley, inc. and the Americans for Energy independence 
The total ol! consumption of the United States in 1973 was 17.4 
million barrels a day, of which we were producing 11 million barrels,

Problems inside the society 
are Caused by alien forces outside 
tne society. ‘If there are no alien 
forces, there would be no 
problems.’ A society's problems 
are ite own fault,” Henry said, dis- 
counting the theory 

Henry cited the San Francisco 
Chronicle (Oct. 22, 1980) quoting 
Ronald Reagan: “Let us not delude 
ourselves. The Soviet Union 
underties ai

Environmentalists who oppose 
technology are also incorrect in 
their logic, Henry said 

Their solution is to return to a 
simpler way of life. ‘Technology 
itself must be reduced.’ They feel 
technology is distinct from social 
production,” Henry said 

Henry saw “absolutely no grain 
of truth’ in the population bomb 
theory of Rev. Tomas Malthus 

Maithus has been proven 
wrong, both in general theory and 
in empirical evidence. He made up 
his data Using the American 
colomes (in the late 1700s) as a 
basis, he ignored immigration. He 
was an Englishman; he knew,” 
Heriry said 

The two major points of 
Maithusian theory, Henry said, are 

© The lower social classes are 
animalistic in their sexual 
behavior, and they will reproduce 
up to the limits of subsistence. 

* Although population grows 
geometrically ("2, 4, 8, 16, 32, 64”),

In five to 10 years they will be 
unreadable ' she said, depenc ng 
on their condition at the time they 
are copied 


Horine explained that the 
mimeograph paper commonly 
used has a high acid content and 
that the ink tends to “bieed” into 
the paper. The process begins in 5 
years, but poor quality copies 
degenerate sooner and faster 

‘There is less ink to bieed into 
the paper, ' Horine said, noting that 
poorer copies have a thinner 
concentration of ink on the paper 

Uniess the records are 
photocopied on more acidically 
neutral paper, the degenerative 
process is inevitable. The CSUS 
Archives were established to 
preserve public documents 
vulnerable to high acidity and 
other types of slow destruction. 


The Hornet discovered the mise 
sing AS!i documents during 
research on ASI! investments. 
While looking for the AS! m:nutes 
relating to an April 1978 decision 
by ASI not to invest in firms dealing 
with South Africa,. the reporter 
found this and other records mig 
sing a

since the decision was made in an 
Executive Committee session. The 
April 1978 minutes were traced to 
the office of AS!

India — and that their ad- 
vances in recent years do not pose 
a serious national security threat 
to the United States

In an informal talk entitled, 
‘Child/Joint Custody — A Way To 
Win The War?” locai attorney 
Gerald Singer provided an in- 
sightful look at the legal criterion 
Surroundi;4 children of divorced 
parents 

“In family law. there is no red or 
green light.” Singer informed the 
gathering of 16 CSUS students on 
Wednesday. “! prepare parents as 
best | can and give them the op- 
tions. 

The options, Singer related in 
his noon lecture sponsored by Psi - 
Chi (the Psychology Honor 
Society) include two issues: What 
. to do about the children and com- 
munity property 

It is the first issue regarding the 
children, however, which Singer, a 
1965 CSUS graduate, specifically 
addressed Discussing the history 
of how the courts have 
traditionally dealt with children of 
divorced parents, Singer ex- 
plained the meaning behind the 
1969 no - fault divorce ruling and 
the problems concerning the sole 
custody requirement 

They (the courts) found that, 
with no - fault marriage, parents 
automatically had a war over who 
would get custody of the kids 
Singer stated 

Legisiation has since been 
changed to a joint custody law 
which means that physica! cus- 
tody. according to the attorney, 
goes to either the mother or the 
father while both parents assume 
ability for the child deciding

Bergman claimed. By 1979, the U.S ‘s oii consumption had increased 
to 18 million barrels a day of which only 10 million were being 


produced in the United States, said Bergman 


“Our imports had in- 


creased and our domestic consumption had declined.” 

“You no longer have enough domestic oil to fuel a society that has 
optimized its society to an abundance of cheap fluid fuels, therefore 
we have to import oil and gas at a price that is very high in both a 
monetary and political sense,” Spinard said 

The United States needs the Middle East and Persian Guif oil in this 
decade, Sp.inard stated. “We haven't done enough to reduce our 
dependence on it, and we and our allies will continue to be dependent 


on that oil,” Bergman said 


One fallacy concerning Middle Eastern oil is 


‘If the Israelis and the 


Palestinians settled their differences, the oil supplies in the Persian 
Gulf wou!d be secure,” Bergman said. The Israeli - Palestinian issue is 
irrelevant to the oi] supply, Bergman explained 

“israel, Palestine, the PLO, President Sadat and Egypt could all fail 
off the world tomorrow, and the Persian Gulf oil supplies would be no 


more or less secure as a result,’ 
by the iraqi - !ran war 


Bergman said. “This has been proven 


“Our objective should be to reduce our dependence to an extent 
that oil becomes a commodity as important as bananas and Levis, and 
that thereby the importance of the Persian Gulf area be reduced 


strategically,” Bergman said 


‘There is no such thing as amagic formula as a solution taking care 


of all these concerns,’ 


Spinard said Patience is needed for these 


solutions to the oi] problem, and it takes time to build our energy 
supply of new sources to capacity, noted Spinard 

“Technological decision making is moving more and more into the 
political arena, Connelly ciaimed. “The government is doing poorly 
in thie field with the Strategic Petroleum Reserve 

The Strategic Petroleum Reserve enables the tegisiature to build 
up a reserve of oil to be used in case we are cut off from our oil supply 
Connelly said. This reserve calls for a 100 - day supply of import oll. At 
this date, there are only 13 days of imports in the reserve, stated 
Connelly. it is a buffer against energy dependence, not a solution to 
the energy problem, explained Connelly 

“I do think we are in fairly bad shape. We do not seem to be con==:- 
fident as a society to act in our national interest. Our decision making ° 
processes seem to be paralyzed," Connelly said ; 

“We seem to be in a descending vortex with regard to government 


intervention that goes something like this

Comedy and Tragedy the 
Spiritual Center of the Creative 
Act’ was the topic of a lecture 
given by Mary Mackey, associate 
professor of English at CSUS. in 
last week's Newman Forum. 
part of a weekly lecture series 
presented by the Newman Club 
and ASI 


‘You don't have ideas when you 
write,” explained Mackey, who isa 
published novelist. “you are at 
tacked by them " Among Mackey’'s 
published works is McCarthy's 
List, from which she read selected 
portions during her lecture 

Mackey went on to describe the 
inception of the creative act as ‘a 
disturbance in the general process 
of the mind,” explaining, “they 
become stronger, numerous im- 
pressions come in Many times 
they don't make much sense 

According to Mackey, these im- 
pressions can be either tragedy or 
comedy “The aura of emotion is 
the nucleus,” she said During this 
initial creative moment the 
emotional coloring’ tells 
whether the impulse is tragic or 
comic, said the associate English 
professor 

After these first images have 
arisen, the next step, said Mackey 
is deciding whether to ‘attach the 
emotions to yourself or not’ She 
described writer's block as “mas 
sive indecision because the 
writer is not able to commit him or 
herself to the thought and 
therefore is unabie to elaborate 
further on it

Of the difference between 
tragedy and comedy, Mackey said, 
In tragedy, you feel it (the creative 
impulse), and then you write. In 
comedy there is an extra step 
you feel, you think, and then you 
write 

“The writer's personal relation- 
ship with the material is the 
difference between tragedy and 
comedy said Mackey ‘In 
tragedy, the writer is bound in the 
work by the extreme importance of 
the subject. The feeling expands to 
fill the entire universe 

In comedy there is limited 
suffering,” explained Mackey, “If 
the Earth is destroyed, we still have 
Mars She mentioned the 
limitiess possibilities’ of comedy 
adding that because you see it 
from the outside, the feeling is 


more easily conveyed to others 
“Laughter may be one of the 
closest feelings to creation itself,” 


said Mackey “It binds peopie 
together.” 
Mackey’s novel, MeCarthy's 


List, is a comedy about a woman 
imprisoned for a murder she did 
not commit. However, Mackey ex 
plained, the woman had killed 12 
other people, who had wronged 
her somehow. She explained that 
this is an example of how a usually 
tragic situation can be put 
comically 

Imagine Romeo at the balcony 
awaiting Juliet only to have a 
bucket of water poured on tum 
Mackey postulated 

in comedy, the creative energy 
is set free,” said Mackey. “Every- 
thing is fair game.”

Charlie “the Tuna” Chapman, a 26 - year - old 
CSUS recreation and parks major, hopes to become 
the first black American to conquer the Englist 
Channel! He may not have known it at the time, but 
he started toward that goa! 20 years ago when he 
took up swimming in his home town of Buffalo New 
York 

Chapman's swimming progressed and improved 
in junior high and high school in Buffalo and then in 





Los Angeles City College Atthat time Chapman had 
just read a book, The Fifty Meter Jungle. by Sac 
ramento swim coach Sherm Chavoor, and as 
Chavoor remembers, ‘He (Chapman) called me ur

Having swum for Arden Hills from 1974 to 1978 
Chapman grew weary of pool swimming. He won a 
mile race in San Francisco Bay and later swam 
around Alcatraz island “That's when my marathon 
swimming career took off.’ Chapman says. It was 
after the Aicatraz swim that he seriously considered 
swimming the English Channel 

Since the Aicatraz swim he’s done a 26 - mile 
swim down the Sacramento River, a 14- mile swim in 
Lake Erie, and most recentiy, a 13 - mile test in New 
York. All these swims are considered by Chapman to 
ips for the English Channel 

The English Channel is the ultimate challenge 
Chapman intones ‘lll be the first black American to 
do it that ll be history 

The Sacramento Bee sponsored his August 22 
New York swim and Chapman and his manager

A woman flees from her home after being brutally 
beaten by her husband Staggering into a phone 
booth, she dials the Mother's Emergency Stress Ser 
vice crisis line, pleading for direction in handling her 
situation 

This is one of three types of calls received daily at 
MESS. according to Julia Howard, MESS 
shelter coordinator Crisis calls are am immediate 
cry for help. This could be because of a death in the 
family, a wife who has been beaten, a child who has 
been abused Stress calis are usually from women 
who need support for such things as dealing with 
ther children, or coping with the aftermath of an 
argument with their husbands. Information calls in- 
clude general inquiries about the MESS program 

The Service was founded in 1974 by a group of 
CSUS women students. who provided crisis 


intervention service for women in need of as- 
sistance. ME.S.S. has expanded from six full - time 
counselors and 10 volunteers, to 15 full - time staff 
members and 30 volunteers. Volunteers undergo 30 
hours of training on crisis intervention and also take 
an internship, working on a crisis line under the 
supervision of aM E.S.S. counselor, before handling 
calls on their own 








Our main purpose,” said Howard. “is to break the 
cycle of domestic violence. Although we're doing 
Our part, it will take a lot more to break the cycle 

M.ESS. receives cails from married and single 
women, men and teenagers. Usually aman will cailif 
his wife has left and he believes that she is at the 
MESS. shelter. The crisis line operator wil! not 
reveal whether the wife is there, and in fact, won't 
even know. If the husband wants to leave a message 
the operator will see that it is later posted at the 
shelter 

Teen - agers often call after domestic violence 
has occurred for instance, a father beating a 
mother or parents beating a child. The MESS 
worker will tell the caller what steps can be taken 
and if MESS does not have the information the 


Galler needs, he will be referred to teen - age heip 
agencies in the area 


M.E.S.S. workers do not give advice over the 
phone nor go to the callers’ homes. They reveal heip 
that is applicable to the caller's particular need, giv- 
ing ideas and alternatives to explore, but decisions 
are completely up to ret ones 

When a crisis call is r ved from, say, a woman 
who has just been beaten by her husband, the 
M.E SS. worker will first ask, “Are you safe?” “Do 


you need medical attention?” and “What is your 
location?” If the woman is able to call the hospital 
and the police, she is instructed to do so. If she is in 
critical condition, the MESS. worker wil! send for 
an ambulance and report the incident to the palice 
Speed is urgentin this situation, as the husband may 
return to interfere 

M.E.SS. will inform the woman of her legal rights 
as a battered wife. If she chooses to file charges 
MESS. will act as an advocate for her in the legal 
process 

Often a woman will ask to be taken into the 
MESS. shelter If there is space available, she will 
first oe told what to expect, including communal liv- 
ing and enforced rules. When there is no room, she 
will be referred to the W.E A V.E. (Women Escaping 
A Violent Environment) shelter, or to other 
emergency housing MESS. and WEAVE 
shelter locations are undisclosed, for the protection 
of their occupants 


The shelter assesses the woman's welfare, legal, 
money and housing. If she needs a lawyer, an ap- 
pointment with MES S's legal clinic will be set up 
The shelter provides three meals a day and sleeping 
facilities for the women and her children 

Children in this situation usually need counseling 
to make them aware of what is happening. They par- 
ticipate in discussion groups where they can share 
their feelings and give support to one another. Most 
of the children are very adaptable, and, after settling 
down and making new friends, emotional problems 
usually subside 


Wornen are allowed to live at the shelter for up to 
30 days, and are occasionally granted extensions 
when weifare, legal funding or low income housing 
have been heid up, or when legal matters drag on 
The shelter is always filled 

In recent months MESS. has placed many 
women back in the community. The organization 
has provided assistance in housing, jobs and 
schools, and, through counseling, has helped 
resolve family differences. 

Mother's Emergency Stress Service provides in- 
dividual counseling by appointment or walk - in, and 
also group sessions. The Friday Rap Group is 

«geared toward housewives and students with 
children, having difficulties with parenting. A 
Women's Group, to start soon, will offer support and 


It sounds like a press release, but he seems 
sincere when he says “Im on amissionto conquer 
the waters of the world to give all youth something 
positive to relate to, especially black youth because 
they havent had anybody to emulate in swimming.”

The chatlenge of the English Channel is all - con- 
suming Just ask Carol Lee 

Lee is a 25 - year - old marathon swimmer from 
Arden Hills Swim Club She attempted a Channel 
crossing last August but was pulled out of the water 
quarters of a mile from the French coast 
after 11 hours of swimming 

The in the channel that day were, ina 
rough lve swum in the ocean a lot,” Lee 
Says, ‘t never been scared in the water like | 
was in the English Cnannel The waves were six to 
eight feet and all | could see was green water and 
white wavetops It wasn'tswimming. It was survival.” 
ame SO seasick that she could not feed 
hourly as planned, but ate every half hour instead 

Delayed by rough weather and frequent food 
Stops, Lee was also Caught by an adverse current 
hange Correctly timing the currents in the channel 
s of paramount importance 

After eight hours i was was just three miles from 
Lee says, ‘then the current changes.” inthe 
next three hours she battied the adverse current but 
gained only two and three - quarter miles, less thana 
mile trom success 

Lee plans to return to the channel in two years 
and she thinks about that rematch every day. But 
why? Why, at age 25. does she train daily while 
thers 10 years younger are burned - outhas beens? 
Because she says, with narrowed eyes and
